inspected after death 


Alexander sends 
campus community 
email Friday.

President F. King Alexander, in 
an email to the campus community 
Friday, said that all campus elevators 
would be inspected, two days after 
a Foundation building elevator mal- 
functioned killing a Cal State Long 
Beach employee. 

Calling the death of Annette Lujan, 
a “tragic accident,” the CSULB presi- 
dent said California’s Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
was leading a “complex” investiga- 
tion in to the accident. 

“As this investigation continues, 
please know that CSULB will fully 
cooperate with finding answers,” he 
said. 

On Thursday morning, most em- 
ployees of the building returned to 
work. 

According to Toni Beron, all em- 
ployees in the Foundation build- 
ing were called by their supervisors 
Wednesday night and were given the 
option to either return to work for a 
full day, a half-day or to stay at home 


the next day. 

“Tt appears there’s comfort in be- 
ing with your co-workers and being 
able to talk with your co-workers,” 
Beron said. 

Brian Nowlin, chief operating of- 
ficer of the CSULB Foundation, said 
he has heard a lot of employees say, “I 
just need to work.” 

“T can only think of a handful of 
people who didn’t come in today,” 
Nowlin said. 

According to Beron, Occupational 
Safety and Health was on site on 
Thursday investigating the accident, 
but there is no word yet on any find- 
ings. Beron said the elevator where 
the accident occurred was last in- 
spected on April 5 and passed with no 
problems. 

There are two elevators in the 
Foundation building. One elevator 
had been shut down for a couple of 
weeks, including the day of the acci- 
dent. The second elevator, where the 
accident occurred, was shut down on 
Thursday, making the stairs the only 
way to access the upper floors of the 
building, Beron said. 

On Thursday, employees in the 
Foundation building remembered the 
incident from the day before. 

Those who work in the Foundation 
building said it was difficult to come 
to work. 

Dan Durke, financial analyst for 
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CSU considers restoring Israel program 


Applications are due 
Thursday, but program 
hasn’t been reinstated.

Students in the Cal State University 
system are encouraged to apply for a 
yearlong study abroad program to Is- 
rael for the 2012-13 academic year —a 
program that has yet to be reinstated. 

The CSU used to have three study 
abroad programs to Israel, according 
to Richard Marcus, associate professor 
at Cal State Long Beach and director 
of international studies. 

All programs were halted in 2002 
because the U.S. State Department is- 
sued a travel warning. 

In 2002, the Second Intifada, or 
second Palestinian uprising, brought 


an increased period of Israel-Palestin-- 


ian violence to the region. The travel 
warning was issued on July 6, 2002, 


six days after a bombing on the cam- 
pus of Hebrew University in Jerusa- 
lem that killed five Americans. 

“CSU policy prohibits travel to 
countries that are subject to travel 
warnings,” CSU spokesman Erik Fal- 
lis said via email. “The policy does al- 
low for exceptions.” 

Since the CSU started thinking 
about reinstating the program, the 
Chancellor’s Office has received two 
letters: one in support of reinstating 
the program and one against. 

An open letter, signed by 127 indi- 
viduals, urged the Chancellor’s Office 
not to reinstate the program. The let- 
ter makes six points not to reinstate 
the program, including the 2002 U.S. 
State Department travel warning, safe- 
ty concerns in addition to the travel 
warning and citing “prominent intel- 
lectuals have compared Israel’s treat- 
ment of Palestinians to Apartheid in 
South Africa.” 

The letter is mostly signed by 
Northridge faculty and students, but 
two CSULB professors, Sherna Gluck 
and Dennis Kortheuer fron the histo- 


ry department, as well as two CSULB 
alumni have signed the letter. 

In response to this letter, a group 
called: Scholars for Peace in the Middle 
East wrote a response saying they. “ap- 
plaud the chancellor and the Board of 
Trustees of the California State Univer- 
sity System for their decision to reinstate 
the International Program to Israel.” 

However, no decision regarding the 
program has been made yet and the 
Chancellor's Office is still investigat- 
ing security in the area, according to 
Fallis. In addition to sending Charlene 
Minnick, assistant vice chancellor for 
risk management and public safety, 
and Leo Van Cleve, director of inter- 
national programs to Israel, to look 
at security over the summer, the CSU 
hired an outside consultant Salamanca 
Group to assess security in Israel. 

The deadline to apply for the year- 
long study abroad program to Israel 
is Thursday. Fallis said no timetable 
has been set for a decision on the pro- 
gram. If the program were approved, 


students would be studying in Israel 


starting in fall 2012.

Healthy Eggnog Shake

Ingredients: 
6 Eggs, Separated 
% Cup Sugar 
3 Cups Skim Milk 
3 Teaspoons Vanilla 
1-Tablespoon Brandy 
4 Teaspoon Nutmeg 
Cinnamon, for garnish 


“1) Separate egg whites from yolks and place in 
separate bowls. Beat the eggs with a metal whisk. 


Beat the egg whites until frothy. Set aside. 


2) Combine milk, vanilla and brandy in a pot 
on the stove over medium heat. Barely bring the 
mixture to a boil. Then, set heat to low and stir for 


about three minutes. Then, turn the stove off. 

3) While the milk mixture boils, place egg 
whites and yolks in another pot on the stove. Pour 
in sugar. Put the heat on low and beat the mixture 
constantly with a whisk for five minutes. Then, 
turn the stove off. 

4) Pour the egg mixture into the pot with the milk 
mixture and whisk to combine. Stir in the nutmeg. 
Let the mixture stand and cool for a few minutes. 

5) Pour the eggnog into a container with a lid. 
Make sure the lid is on securely so that no air gets in. 

6) Put the container in the freezer for about five 
to eight hours or until frozen. 

7) When the mixture.is frozen, take it out of 
the freezer. Spoon the mixture into a blender and 
add a few splashes of milk into the blender. Pulse 
the mixture in the blender until the eggnog has a 
shake-like consistency. 

8) Garnish with cinnamon, serve and enjoy.

They’re shots, served chilled, with a decora- 
tive topping. The result is a sweet, nutty taste, 
like roasting chestnuts on an open fire. 


Ingredients: (makes 85 servings) 
2 quarts eggnog 
1 quart butterscotch schnapps 
1 quart amaretto liqueur 


Directions: 


1. Ina one-gallon jug, pour one quart of but- 
terscotch schnapps and one quart of amaretto 
liqueur. Mix with two quarts of eggnog. 

2. Refrigerate the mixture for one hour. Shake 
before serving. 

3. Strain the liquid into several shot glasses. 
The consistency should be something similar to 
pancake batter.

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Journalism students required to complete internship for degree 


Some students argue 
it may reduce paid 
working hours.

All incoming freshmen or recently 
declared journalism and mass commu- 
nication students are required to take 
an internship to fulfill their gradua- 
tion requirements, according to Danny 
Paskin, assistant professor and journal- 
ism and mass communications depart- 
ment adviser. 


The requirement, which will be insti- 
tuted along with the current internship 
elective class in journalism, is to be 
composed of 120 total on-site working 
hours and one hour and 15 minutes of 
classroom time twice a week. 

For some students, taking this class 
would require that they allocate some of 
their working hours toward completing 
an internship. 

“They need to think about what 
they’re asking of students,” Kao said. 
“A lot of students don’t have the luxury 
to not have a job and having an intern- 
ship would jeopardize earning money. I 
think the department needs to change it 
back to optional.” 

Kao currently interns at LAX. 

“T had to stop working as much, 


which sucks because I have all these 
payments,” said Debbie Kao, a commu- 
nication studies major. 

Victoria Murphy is an NBC Univer- 
sal Style Network intern. She said she 
has to rely on her parents because she 
dedicates all of her time to her unpaid 
internship. 

“Tt’s hard to get another job because 
my internship takes up all my free 
time,” Murphy said. “Luckily, my par- 
ents work hard so they’re there to help 
me out, but it can be a burden to anyone 
to have a non-paying internship.” 

Many students said they wouldn’t be 
able to accept an unpaid internship — 
even if it’s to their advantage. 

“T just don’t have time in my busy 
schedule to work for free,” said Cesar 


Pension system criticized by some 


CSU’s early retirement 
program allows 
tenured faculty to 
work after retirement.

California State University’s Facul- 
ty Early Retirement Program (FERP) 
is receiving criticism for what some 
believe to be an unfair pension system. 

Under FERP, tenured faculty and 
librarians are able to retire, but con- 
tinue to work part-time for an ad- 
ditional five years, collecting both 
a pension and a salary, according to 
Rene Castro, director of academic 
employee relations. 

In some cases, faculty members 
actually have a higher income being 
retired and working part-time than 
they did while working full-time be- 
fore joining FERP, Castro said. This 


has created criticism on whether the 
pension program gives an unfair pay 
advantage to its participants. 

“Most people do not retire with 
those types of benefits,” Castro said. 
“The controversy over the program is 
misguided. People act as if they are 

not working for what they are paid 
for.” 

A faculty member’s pension bene- 
fits are tied to the years of service they 
have provided, according to Castro. 

“Their retirement is something they 
have earned throughout the years they 
have served,” he said. “The more years 
you serve, the more pension you re- 
ceive.” 

Castro defends FERP, stating that 
it allows experienced faculty to work 
longer, which benefits the overall cam- 
pus. 

“Our ability to retain them and have 
them serve our students is of value to 
us,” Castro said. 

Carol Itatani, a Cal State Long 
Beach professor emeritus of biologi- 
cal sciences and faculty director of 
the health professions advising office, 


is in her fifth and final year of FERP 
and has enjoyed the benefits of the pro- 
gram. 

-Itatani, who has been working at 
CSULB for more than 30 years, said 
that FERP has been a perfect oppor- 
tunity for her to stay involved with the 
campus. 

“You can still teach without having 
such a hectic schedule,” Itatani said. 
“You can pick and choose your ac- 
tivities. It has been very advantageous 
economically and psychologically.” 

Itatani said her income has in- 
creased some since joining FERP, but 
did not know the exact figures. 

Nevertheless, she believes the pro- 
gram benefits both faculty members 
and students, especially when there 
has been a cutback in tenure-track fac- 
ulty due to ongoing budget cuts. 

“You have an experienced faculty 
here that can continue to work and to 
contribute under FERP,” Itatani said. 

According to the collective bargain- 
ing contract between the CSU and the 
CFA, employees are eligible to join 
FERP when they reach the age of 55. 


Survey may lead to USU upgrades 


Results indicate visits 
per week for CSULB’s 

USU is below national 
average.

Cal State Long Beach students are 
visiting the University Student Union 
less than the national average of stu- 
dent union visits, according to a sur- 
vey conducted by program manage- 
ment firm Brailsford & Dunlavey. 

The average visits per week for 
CSULB’s USU is 2.1 visits, while the 
national average is 2.4 visits per week. 

Associated Students Inc. contracted 
Brailsford & Dunlavey and Pfeiffer 
Partners to create a master plan as part 
of the needs assessment program, as- 
sessing how well the USU meets stu- 
dent needs, according to USU Director 
Dave Edwards. 

According to the October survey 
results, lunch is the primary attraction 
for students to visit the USU, with 60 
percent of student survey respondents 
stating they stop by the USU for less 
than an hour between 11 a.m. and 3 
p.m. 

“When you compare this student 
union to other campuses ... we’re in 
the dead center of [CSULB] and that’s 
where you want to be,” Edwards said.

“Tt’s the perfect location.” 

However, despite the USU’s stra- 
tegic location, Edwards said the west 
turnaround, beginning at the pair of 
escalators beside the University Din- 
ing Plaza and ending outside of Brot- 
man Hall, seemingly directs student 
traffic around the USU. 

The results of the survey were pre- 
sented to the USU Board of Trustees, 
a subcommittee of ASI, on Dec. 2, . 
where the board will evaluate the full 
data and form a response and vote on 
a course of action some time between 
February and March of 2012, Nettles 
said. 

The USU master plan read that 


several areas require heavy renova- 
tion, including improving visibility of 
the games area, improving the south 
courtyard between Elektric Hair and 
Sbarro, enhancing lounges, meeting 
areas, adding more power outlets and 
modernizing several infrastructures. 

According to Edwards, the Beach 
Auditorium, the ballrooms and the 
dining center’s kitchens have not been 
renovated since 1970. 

Edwards also said the plumbing, 
electrical, heating and air-condition- 
ing systems are “nearing the end of 
their lifespan.” 

“One way or another, we’re going 
to have to address that,” Edwards said. 


Mondragon, a journalism major and 
creative writing minor. “I’m just hop- 
ing it doesn’t negatively affect me in 
the future.” 

Emma Daugherty, who currently 
instructs the journalism internship 
course, said the university may grant an 
exception. 

“You can be granted almost anything 
as an exception,” Daugherty said. “It 
doesn’t mean you'll be granted, but a 
group of people — students and faculty 
— will look at it very seriously and, if 
you have a case, they often grant those.” 

Paskin suggested a different solution. 

“Sometimes we might have a little 
leeway if you get a job — a paying job 
that relates to media in some way — to 
compromise and say OK, we can use 


that for the internship,” Paskin said. 
“We’re just trying to stay away from 
the people who do jobs completely un- 
related to media.” 

According to Daugherty, if an intern- 
ship employer advertises that it “offers 
credit,” that usually means the employ- 
er will cover the cost of the tuition for 
the course. She said the student must 
be an apprentice, and be closely super- 
vised by an experienced individual. 

This must be verified with the em- 
ployer, however. If the employer says 
the internship “requires credit,” the stu- 
dent must pay the tuition for the course 
and work at the internship site for free. 

“So, in actuality, the student is pay- 
ing to work as an intern,” Daugherty 
said via email.

Wildcats use 17-2 
run in final six 
minutes to close out 
the 49ers women’s 
basketball team.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team trailed by 10 points with 
just over six minutes to play, but the 
University of Arizona used a late run to 
pull away with a 66-42 victory Sunday 
in front of 1,546 at the McKale Center. 

The Wildcats went up by 13 points 
before LBSU’s Jhakia McDonald 
drained a 3-pointer to bring the 49ers 
within 10 at the 6:19 mark. 

Arizona then regrouped, though, and 
finished strong as it used a late 17-2 
surge to run away with the victory. 

In that stretch, LBSU (3-7) commit- 


ted six fouls and five turnovers, and 
missed four of five shots. 

The Wildcats (8-1) shot 37.9 percent 
from the field and held the 49ers to 29.8 
percent. They also owned a significant 
advantage at the free throw line as they 
went 18-for-25, while LBSU was 6-of-9. 
In addition, Arizona won the battle on 
the boards, 52-30. 

Senior Tipesa Moorer led Long 
Beach with 14 points and four re- 
bounds. Sophomore Hallie Meneses 
chipped in seven points and had the 
49ers’ only two assists of the game. 

LBSU was unable to connect on its 
first five attempts of the afternoon, 
three of which were from beyond the 
arc, but Meneses eventually got LBSU 
on the board at the 17:44 mark as she 
drove down the lane for a layup. 

Arizona then went on top, 9-4, be- 
fore the 49ers scored six unanswered 
points, capped by a pair of free throws 
from Mary Ochiltree, to take their first 
lead at 10-9 with 12:56 to play. 

The Wildcats were quick to respond, 
however, using an 18-6 run over the 
next seven minutes to go up, 27-16. 


Long Beach State was able to cut the 
deficit back down to single digits, but 
Arizona scored the last four points 
of the half to hold a 33-20 edge at the 
break. 

LBSU shot 30.8 percent from the 
field, while the Wildcats hit 36.4 per- 
cent of their shots in the first period. 
Moorer and Meneses paced the 49ers 
with nine and seven points, respec- 
tively. 

* Arizona opened the second half on 
a 7-2 spurt to pull ahead, 40-22, but 
the 49ers answered with a 14-4 run of 
their own, which ended with a pair of 
free throws from Chantel Dooley, clos- 
ing the gap to eight (44-36) with 9:06 
remaining. 

Aley Rohde led the Wildcats with a 
game-high 21 points and 13 rebounds. 
Erica Barnes also finished with a dou- 
ble-double, registering 13 points and 12 
boards. 

Long Beach will return to the Walter 
Pyramid on Friday when it kicks off a 
six-game homestand with a 7 p.m. non- 
conference showdown against Dart- 
mouth.

Ware connected 12 of 24 shots, in- 
cluding 4 of 9 from 3-point range, to go 
with five assists. Anderson added 17 
points, five rebounds and three assists, 
while senior forward T.J. Robinson fin- 
ished with 12 points and 12 rebounds 
for his 43rd career double-double. 

Junior forward John Henson led 
UNC with 24 points on a stellar 12- 
for-17 from the field. He also had 10 
rebounds and four blocks. Sophomore 
forward Harris Barnes added 20 points 
on 8-for-16 shooting, while senior cen- 
ter Tyler Zeller chipped in with 17. 

In addition, UNC point guard Kend- 
all Marshall tied his career high with 16 
assists for the Tar Heels, while Zeller’s 
hook shot 90 seconds in gave him 1,000 
career points. 

Tar Heels reserve Reggie Bullock 
scored 15 points off the bench to give 


his team a huge lift, which included two 
3-pointers during an 8-0 run. The sec- 
ond 3 snapped a 59-all tie and started the 
surge that ended with Henson’s dunk off 
a feed from Bullock for the 72-61 cush- 
ion it needed to come away with the win. 

The Beach used a 9-0 spurt in the 
final two minutes of the first period to 
build a five-point halftime advantage 
after trailing by as many as eight mid- 
way through the period. 

North Carolina shouldn’t have been 
surprised that it was in for another epic 
battle with 49ers. Long Beach shredded 
the Tar Heels defense last December, 
cutting a 17-point second-half lead to 
two points with about eight and a half 
minutes left before UNC’s offense car- 
ried the Tar Heels to a 96-91 victory. 

This season, the 49ers won at then- 
No. 9 Pittsburgh and cut a 19-point defi- 
cit to five with 3 minutes left in Tues- 
day’s 88-80 loss at No. 13 Kansas. 

In last year’s meeting, Robinson 


scored a career-high 31 points and the 
49ers shot 52 percent with 10 3-pointers. 

This time it was Ware who guided 
LBSU to within striking distance as 
UNC made nine of its first 12 shots. He 
scored 21 first half points, 16 coming in 
the first nine minutes of the game. Ware 
hit 4 of 6 3s in the half, while connect- 
ing 8 of 13 shots. 

Anderson spearheaded the LBSU 
rally late in the first period, though, 
as he scored all seven of his first-half 
points in the final 90 seconds. He 
drained back-to-back 3-pointers in a 
24-second span before adding a free 
throw by the end of the period. 

The Tarheels narrowly outshot the
